$11,000,000 SOUGHT 
BY PLANNING BOARD 


FOR PARK PROGRAM 


Part of Money Wanted 
Would Develop Gorge 
of Potomac River. 


$2,000,000 ANNUALLY 
IS GOAL FOR DISTRICT 


Purchase of Land in Nearby 
States to Be Requested 
of Congress. 


More than $11,000,000 for a sweeping 
development program, including park- 
ing of the gorge of the Potomac, was 
requested of Congress yesterday by the 
National Capital Park and Planning 
Commission. 

At its closing meeting it adopted a 
legislative program for the next ses- 
sion of Congress setting forth the fol- 
lowing objectives and recommending 
favorable action on them by Congress: 

1. Provision of $2,000,000 annually 
for the next five-years for acquisition 
of parks, parkways and playgrounds 
within the District of Columbia. 

2. Appropriation of the full amount 
authorized in the act establishing the 
commission and providing “1 cent for 
each inhabitant of the continenta) 
United States,” $1,057,000 for the fiscal 
year 1928-29. 

3. Authorization and appropriation 
of Federal funds for purchase of park 
lands outside the District in co-opera- 
tion with authorities of Maryland and 
Virginia. 

Besides the foregoing, extension of 
the power of the commission to acquire 
rights in land; to lease lands subject 
to appropriate conditions and exchange 
or sell small areas that have been de- 
termined proper limits of parks, also 
is requested. 


Approve Other Legislation. 
Members of the commission further 
approved legislation < >cting its work, 
but being particularly the function of 
other authorities such as the District 
Commissioners, Fine Arts Commission 
and Department of Justice, and pro- 
viding the following aid: 

1. Closing of certain streets dedicated 
im accordance with the Highway plan; 
but not yet opened to travel, subject 
to approval of owners of abutting 
property. 

2. Change in the method of condem- 
nation of land for public purposes 
within the District, the method not 
being fully determined and subject to 
further study. 

3. Control over the architectural ap- 
pearance of private buildings facing 
important parks and public buildings 
with particular reference to buildings 
along Pennsylvania avenue. 

In addition to the foregoing, the com- 
mission indorsed the following specific 
projects calling for legislation and ap- 
propriation of funds: 

1. Relocation of Michigan avenue, 
southeast of Soldiers’ Home. 

2. Acquisition of land and construc- 
tion of the Mount Vernon boulevard by 
the river route in time for the Wash- 
ington bicentennial celebration in 1932.

3. Appropriation for a study and sur- 
vey of a detailed plan for development 
of the Washington Monument area by 
19382 in general accord with the plan 
of 1901 providing for gardens west of 
the monument and in the north and 
south axis with the White House.

DOWNTOWN POWER FAILS 


Cc. B. (Buck) Gardner, foreman of the 
construction gang of the Potomac Elec- 
tric Power Co., probably saved the lives 
of scores of persons when he crawled 
through a smoke-filled tunnel under 
Fourteenth street near B street north- 
west, and turned off the power from a 
cable carrying 6,600 volts which became 
short-circuited and burst Into flames 
shortly after noon yesterday.

U. S. SEES DANGER IN NAVAL PLANS 
OF BRITAIN AND JAPAN AT :GENEVA; 
AMERICANS ASK CUT IN AUXILIARIES 


Scrapping of Destroyers! 
and Cruisers Is Part 
of Coolidge Offer. 


PROVIDES EXTENSION 
OF THE 5-5-3 RATIO 


Abolition of Submarines Is 
Favored, But Little Hope 
for Move Is Seen. 


By ALBERT W. FOX. 

America’s opening proposal to the 
Geneva Conference on Limitation of 
Naval Armament was prepared with the 
greatest care by Secretary of State 
Kellogg before Hugh 8. Gibson and the 
naval experts left Washington. It was 
indorsed in full by President Coolidge. 

It is a bid for American leadership 
in consummating the work begun by 
the United States at the Washington 
Conference in 1921, when Charles 
Evans Hughes, as chief of the American 
delegation, fired the opening broadside 
against the threatened dangers and 
needless expense of unlimited naval) 
competition. Harding and Hughes 
brought competitive capital-ship bulld- 
ing to an end by obtaining agreement 
to the 5-5-3 ratio respecting this type 
of offensive craft and regarding air- 
plane carriers, and the size of cruisers 
was limited to 10,000 tons. 

Coolidge and Kellogg now ask Great 
Britain and Japan to extend this-ratio 
and apply limitations to cruisers, de- 
stroyers and submarines and thereby, 
in effect, close up the avenues for 
naval competition for these auxillary 
vessels and make the work of the 
Washington Conference complete. 


Will Agree to Any Limit. 


America announces a readiness to 
reduce the tonnage of these auxiliary 
craft to whatever limit, no matter how 
low, the British and Japanese will agree 
to. She agrees to consider abolition 
of submarines, in the event of a general 
agreement along this line, and thereby 
seemingly abandons one of the points 
which the American delegation at the 
Washington Conference insisted upon 
unswervingly in the face of ‘persistent 
British efforts to obtain the elimination 
of this undersea craft from future 
warfare. 

The suggestion of the United States 
hat cruiser tonnage be limited to 250,- 
000 to 300,000 for Great Britain and 
America and 150,000 to 180,000 for Japan 
provides the first important test as to 
whether the British and Japanese are 
willing seriously to consider the Amer- 
ican program, It is a test case, it is ex- 
plained, bacause it calls upon Great 
Britain to agree to abandon her posi- 
tion of superiority and it calls upon 
Japan to agree to abandon her present 
superiority to the United States and to 
pledge herself to assume the position of 
stipulated inferiority. 

The British now have 54 modern 
cruisers, ranging up to 10,000 tons, 
carrying guns up to 8-inch and having 
speed exceeding 27 knots.. The ton- 
nage of these craft is 332,290. Japan 
has a total of 24 of these craft, with a 
tonnage of 156,205. The United States 
has only 10 cruisers actually built, 
with a total tonnage of 75,000 but she 
has two building and three authorized 
and appropriated for, which will make a 
total tonnage of 125,000 tons. With re-

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SURGEON, BLINDED, 
AWARDED $250,000 


Dr. Joseph G. Yocum Struck 
by Bolt in Subway Train;

New York, June 2 (By A. P.).—Dr. 
Joseph G. Yocum, of Middletown, N.

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U.S. Otter Provides Limitation 
Shall Be by Classes of Vessels 


Technical details of the United States 
Government’s proposals for the further 
limitation of naval armaments are con- 
tained in a memorandum circulated by 
the State Department at the opening 
session of the limitations conference at 
Geneva yesterday. It reads as follows: 
OUTLINE OF AMERICAN PROPOSALS 

1. The proposed new treaty to sup- 
plement the Washington Treaty should 
be conterminous with it and contain 
provisions for extension or modification 
similar to those the Washington 
Treaty. It might be desirable to pro- 
vide for the possibility of reconsidera- 
tion in the event that the requirements 
of national security of any contracting 
power in respect of naval defense are, 
in the opinion of that power, materially 
affected by any change of circum- 
stances. 

2. Provisions for the limitation of 
auxiliary naval armament should be by 
classes of vessels as follows: 

(a) The cruiser class; 

(b) The destroyer class; 

(c) The submarine class; 

(ad) An exempt class not subject to a 
limitation. 

3. Limitation by total tonnage in 
each of the several classes.should be 
modified as necessary to provide for 


transition from the status quo to the 
final tonnages in each of the several 
classes. 

4. The United States, while suggest- 
ing tonnage limitations at various 
classes, will accept as low a total ton- 
nage limitation in each of the several 
classes of auxiliary vessels, on the 
basis of the principles of the Washing- 
ton Treaty ratio as the British Empire 
and Japan will accept. 

DEFINITIONS. 

The cruiser class shall include ail 
surface, naval combatant vessels which 
are of standard displacement of more 
than 3,000 tons and not exceeding 10,- 
000 tons and not carrying guns ex- 
ceeding 8 inches in caliber. 

The destroyer class shall include all 
surface, naval combatant vessels, of 
standard displacement of 600 tons end 
not more than 3,C00 tons, which have 
a designated speed greater than 17 
knots. 

The submarine class shall include 
all vessels designed to operate below. 
the surface of the Béa.

LOST IN SUPREME COURT 


Sacramento, Calif., June 20 (By A. 
P.).—Charlotte Anita Whitney, Oak- 
land social worker, today was saved 
from a one to fourteen year term in 
San Quentin prison fo: violating the 
California criminal syndicalism act, 
winning a complete pardon from Gov. 
Cc. C. Young. 

The governor’s decision, announced 
after sevéral weeks of studying the 
records of the case from the Alameda 
County Superior Court to the United 
States Supreme Court, where her con- 
viction was upheld on May 26, ended 
a fight of more than seven years to 
keep Miss Whitney out of prison. 

Miss Whitney was arrested in. Oak- 
land in November, 1919, when she de- 
fied authorities and delivered a speech 
in that city on behalf of John McHugo, 
accused I. W. W. leader. She was found 
guilty.

Absence of France and Italy, 
Signatories, Held to Make 
Course Inadvisable. 


TOKYO FOR STATUS QUO

Construction Freedom of This 
Country Would Be Strangled, 
It Is Asserted. 


Geneva, Switzerland, June 20 (By A. 
P.).—Navell problems vitally affecting 
the future security of the United States 
were raised by Japan and Great Britain 
at the tripartite naval conference which 
opened here today. France and Italy 
have “observers” at the conference. 

Though carefully avoiding talking 
terms and figures, Japan virtually rec- 
ommended the maintenance of the 
status quo in cruisers, destroyers and 
submarines, with prohibition on the 
building of additional warships. 

Reopening the Washington Confer- 
ence decisions, Great Britain urged re- 
ducing the size of battleships, cruisers 
and aircraft carriers and also the size 
of their guns. W. C. Bridgeman, first 
loard of the British admiralty, argued 
that the British proposals would in- 
volve a genuine reduction of armaments 
and bring great economies. 


U. 8S. Reaction Unfavorable. 


The first American reaction to the 
recommendation of Japan is that it 
would strangle future American free- 
dom in naval construction, and to the 
recommendations of Great Britain that 
it would at least be difficult to have 
any thought of accepting them. It is 
admitted that the British suggestions 
mean limitation downward, not upward. 
But aside from the objection of recon- 
sidering the Washington treaty with 
France and Italy, cosignatories, absent, 
the Americans gravely doubt the wis- 
dom of decreasing the size of battle- 
ships and cruisers, and especially cruls- 
er guns, which was fixed at Washington 
after due regard for the needs of Ameri- 
can national safety and with the ap- 
prowal of the five participating powers.

The Japanese scheme admittedly is 
vague, but apparently means that 
Japan will maintain her present cruiser 
strength, which is only slightly under 
the American.

Increased Contribution by 
Government for City Ex- 
penses Also Requested. 


COMMISSIONERS ASKED | 
TO SEEK CONGRESS AID| 


Want Federal-Local Group to 
Determine Just Levy 
for Citizens. 


A real estate tax not to exceed $1.65 
and an increased contribution by the 
Pederal Government toward District 
expenses, were urged iast night at a 
meeting of the board of directors of 
the Board of Trade. 

A resolution was adopted asking the 
Commissioners to urge Congress to 
authorize the appointment of a com- 
mission of representatives of the Dis- 
trict and Federal Governments to de- 
termine upon a fair and just tax pol- 
icy for District residents. Another res- 
olution proposed that if the Federal 
contribution to District expenditures 
remains at $9,000,000, Congress be 
asked to authorize the financing of 
mnonrecurrent expenditures in this 
year's budget by the Federal Treas- 
ury, the amount to be charged against 
the District and amortized over a 
period of years. 

J. Harry Cunningham unanimous- 
ly was elected treasurer to fill the va- 
cancy caused by the ceath of Walter 
H. Klopfer, and W. W. Ross was elected 
@ member of the board of directors. 
A committee also was named to confer 
with the Merchants and Manufacturers 
Association and the Chamber of Com- 
merce tomorrow on a unified plan of 
the three organizations to present the 
recommendations for the budget to the 
Commissioners. 


Share Held Too Big. 


It seemed to be the consensus that 
local taxpayers are bearing more than 
their share when compared with cities 
of similar size. It was brought out 
that with the increase of assessment 
values this year of 20 per cent, the $1.65 
rate would bring in more revenue than 
the present rate of $7.80 under the for- 
mer assessment ruling. 

It was estimated by the committee 
on municipal finance, headéd by Joshua 
W. Evans, that taxes and miscellaneous 
revenue would bring a total of $34,- 
583,000 for the fiscal year, and with the 
addition of the $9,000,000 appropriation 
expected from Congress, would give the 
District a total of $43,583,000 for the 
operation of the local government. This 
amount, however, was not held suf- 
ficient for necessary improvements, 
which prompted the resolution to have 
Congress advance funds from the Treas- 
ury for items not covered by the pro- 
posed $1.65 tax rate. 

In a letter to the District Commis- 
sioners voicing its views on the budget, 
the board of directors stated: “There 
are a great many improvements which 
are needed for the development of 
Washington and only can come by a 
fair and equitable contribution from 
the Federal government and a fair 
amount of taxes paid by the citizens of 
the District. The available taxable 
property can not yield enough to sus- 
tain a large budget if the Government 
is to contribute continually $9,000,000, 
and there is only the alternative of 
paring the budget or an excessive tax 
burden on the citizens.

NAVY OFFERS USE. 
UF BOLLING FIELD 
IN PINGH FOR MAIL 


Warner Says Planes May, 
Utilize Landing for | 
Limited Period. 


JARDINE IS RELUCTANT 
TO ADD TO HOOVER AREA 


Civic Workers Expected to 
Study Fund Problem 
at Meeting. 


Bolling Field, used jointly by the 
Army and the Navy, may be used as a 
stopping place for air mail planes while 
Washington is preparing a municipal 
air mail port, it was learned yesterday. 

Edward P. Warner, Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Navy, said that, in an ex- 
treme emergency, the Navy Department 
would be willing to have the field used 
by air-mail planes for a limited. period. 

“The Navy Department wants to 
help Washington,”. Mr. Warner said, 
“but the people here must demonstrate 
to us that they are sincerely interested 
in aviation and are determined to have 
a pom rmanent airport.” 

ing Field, as the Anacostia field 
is popularly known, although that 
name only designates the Army part of 
it, is primarily a military and naval 
field, Mr. Warner said, and it would 
not be desirable to use it for commer- 
cial purposes for any great length of 
time. 

But if use of the field is necessary to 
insure Washington obtaining the Air 
Mail Service, Mr. Warner said, the Navy 
Department would be willing to “strain 
a point” and allow the air mail fliers to 
land there. 


Jardine Opposes Hoover Field. 


While no War Department officials 
commented on the suggestion that 
Bolling Field be used, it was learned 
that several Army officers had publicly 
stated that they were in favor of such 
a stop. 

Talk of using Bolling Field cropped 
up after Secretary of Agriculture Jar- 
dine had made known his reluctance 
to part with any portion of the de- 
partment’s experimental farm adjacent 
to Hoover Field. A strip of this land 
is needed to increase the width of the 
field. 

Secretary Jardine expressed his re- 
luctance to give up the farm land in a 
letter to Secretary of Commerce Hoover. 

Dr. William A. Taylor, chief of the 
Bureau of Plant Industry, of the de- 
partment, said that while the depart- 
ment was in deep sympathy with the 
plan to make Hoover Field a stopping 
place for air mail planes, he and_ his 
fellow scientists felt that to give up 
any part of the experimental farm 
would seriously impair the research 
work that is being carried on there. 


Reluctant to Give Tract. 


The experimental work being carried 
on at the farm is for the purpose of 
developing methods to combat plant 
disease and of adapting foreign plants 
to American soil. To abandon any 
part of this work, Dr. Taylor said, would 
be a serious blow to the department’s 
research work, and, consequently, to 
the farmers who benefit from this work. 

Henry A. Berliner, president of the 
Potomac Flying Service, Inc., and lessee 
of Hoover Field, suggested yesterday 
that a strip of the experimental farm 
be taken over after the plants now 
growing there have reached maturity. 

It will not be necessary to have the 
field ready for the air mail planes until 
September 1, he said, and by that time 
the plants and produce on the farm 
should be full grown and ready for 
picking or reaping. Even if the farm 
land could not be converted into a part 
of the fiying field for a month or so 
later, he said, it would not make much 
difference. The air mail pilots, he said, 
would hardly mind using the smaller 
size field for a month or so. 


Field 2,200 Feet Long. 


The Hoover Field is 2,200 feet long 
and only 900 feet wide. There is plenty 
of room to take off in a plane going up 
or down the field, but a plane going 
across the field would be handicapped. 
When cross winds are blowing it is very 
desirable to take off in this latter di- 
rection, hence the need of a strip of 
the Experimental Farm. 

Assistant Secretary Warner took a 
flight from Hoover Field yesterday in a 
plane piloted by Herbert Fahy. He flew 
as far as Gravelly Point, opposite the 
Naval Air Station, and returned. 

Mr. Warner saki Gravelly Point 
seemed to be a very desirable place to 
locate a permanent municipal airport, 
and he said those who will have to 
make a choice of a site should give it 
serious consideration. 

Maj. W. E. R. Covell, who has been 
assigned by the District Commissioners 
to designate a stopping place for air 
miall planes, will go out on a tour of 
inspection today, visiting Hoover Field, 
the old Benning Race Track, and other 
—— He will be accompanied by 

leut. Donald Duke, of the Army Air 
Corps, who has been designated by the 
War Department to help them. 

Maj. Covell announced Sunday that 
Washington would have to _ raise 
$125,000 by public subscription to equip 
a temporary air port for the mail 
planes. Part of this money would be 
used to install powerful lights and 
beacons for night landing. 

The question of raising this money 
probably will be discussed at a 
luncheon in the City Club at 12:30 
o’clock next Tuesday. The Board of 
Trade, the Chamber of Commerce, the 
Merchants and Manufacturers Associa- 
tion and other groups will be repre- 
sented at this gathering.

OVER VALUE OF DRY

Willing to Be Shown, but 
Doubt if Actual Help 
Will Result. * 


AIM TO RETARD WETS 
IN FORCE ROUSES HESSE 


Will Refuse to Consider Sug- 
gestion Affecting Political 
Views, He Says. 


Although skeptical that the newly 
formed Citizens’ Service Association for 
Law and Order will render them any 
great aid in driving bootleggers from 
this city, Washington’s policemen are 
“willing to be shown.” 

This was learned yesterday when 
captains, desk sergeants and privates in 
fourteen precincts were asked for their 
opinion of the association which plans 
to have 10,000 members, at least 1 in 
every block in the city, who will be on 
the alert to report violations of the 
Eighteenth Amendment. 

Virtually the entire police force has 
been aroused by the statement made 
Sunday by the Rev. George M. Diffen- 
derfer, vice president of the associa- 
tion, that steps have been taken to pre- 
vent the promotion of policemen unless 
they are known to be dry. 

Maj. Edwin B. Hesse, Superintendent 
of Police, said yesterday that whenever 
he makes a promotion no attempt is 
made to learn a policeman’s political 
views or religion. Promotions are made 
solely on merit and character, Maj. 
Hesse said. 


Police See Little Help. 


“I will refuse to listen to any sug- 
gestion that I promote a policeman 
merely because he is a dry or a wet,” 
Maj. Hesse declared. Able men who will 
enforce every law and whose records 
and characters are clean receive the 
promotions, he added. 

The views of policemen regarding the 
association are remarkably alike. All 
agree that the organization of a group 
of citizens to aid them in enforcing the 
law is praiseworthy and that the moral 
support is encouraging, but the major- 
ity can not understand how they will 
receive any actual help. 

They point out that the association 
plans only to tell them the location of 
@ place where whisky is being sold. 

“We already know of scores of places 
where whisky is being sold, but we 
can’t make an arrest because we have 
no evidence, and it may take months 
to. get it,” one veteran of several hun- 
dred whisky raids declared. 

He pointed out that many of the 
bootleggers have a limited clientele 
and will not sell their wares to a 
stranger. Time and again policemen 
dressed in mufti have attempted to 
purchase liquor for evidence, but have 
failed. 

Dr. William Abernethy, president of 
the association, said no attempt will be 
made to purchase liquor for evidence. 
He outlined the procedure by which the 
association hopes to “crush the bootleg- 
ger into the ground.” 


Aims of Group Outlined. 


Any citizen who suspects that liquor 
is being sold at a place can give the 
name and address of the establishment 
to the association. The information 
then will be placed in the hands of 
Harry N. Douthitt, a former pro- 
hibition agent and paid field secre- 
tary of the association. Douthitt will 
visit the establishment and make an in- 
vestigation to learn if a law is being 
violated. The results of his investiga- 
tion will be turned over to the police. 

The cases then will be filed and offi- 
cers of the association will follow them 
to see if the police take action: In the 
event that a raid is made and no evi- 
dence is found, the establishment will 
be visited again and again until offi- 
cers of the association are confident 
that no law is being violated in it. 

A number of complaints already have 
been received by the association and are 
being investigated, Dr. Abernethy said. 

The board of directors of the organi- 
zation will meet behind closed doors at 
the City Club this afternoon to lay 
plans for the membership campaign, 
discuss policies and elect additional 
officers.

FOR MOTOR DRIVERS 


Inspector Brown, of Traffic 
Bureau, Addresses Session 
of Optometrists. 


TRAFFIC MEN TAUGHT 
HOW TO EXAMINE VISION 


Delegates to Convention Pay 
Tribute to Unknown Hero 
at Arlington.

“Washington is ahead of any State 
in the Union in its program for de- 
termining the eyesight efficiency of 
applicants for permits to operate 
motor vehicles.” 

This flat statement was made last 
night by Inspector E. B. Brown, of the 
Traffic Bureau, in a short talk before 
the motor vision commission of the 
American Optometric Association at the 
Willard Hotel. Inspector Brown said 
the efficiency of the Traffic Bureau in 
testing eyesight is due to the coopera- 
tion of the D. C. Optometric Society in 
carrying o@t plans formulated by the 
motor vision commission, of whigh Dr. 
Edwin H. Silver, of Washington, is 
chairman. Inspector Brown was at 
last night’s meeting as the personal 
representative of Maj. Edwin B. Hesse, 
superintendent of police. 

M. O. Eldridge, assistant traffic direc- 
tor, representing William H. Harland, 
traffic director, said the optometrists 
of the District had been a great factor 
for safety. He told of the offer of the 
District of Columbia Optometric So- 
ciety to-aid in the examination of the 
eyes of any prospective driver of whom 
the officers might have a doubt, and 
told also how the optometrists person- 
ally instructed the traffic examiners s0 
that each can now make simple eye 
tests, sufficient to determine the ability 
of a man to see. 


Tells of Color Test. 


Mr. Eldridge also spoke of the instal- 
lation of the “color test” for drivers 
and said that out of about 700 ex- 
amined last week 4 had been found 
color blind and one man “color dumb,” 
or slow to recognize the colors. 

The meeting was called to order by 
Dr. Silver, who outlined the plan of 
the commission to endeavor to obtain 
from the American Optometric Associa- 
tion a sum sufficient to finance re- 
search work by scientists to determine 
“a national standard of visual compe- 
tency” for driving motor vehicles. 

Dr. Hugo Berman, of Jersey City, told 
of the work being done in New Jersey, 
where an eyesight test is compulsory 
for auto drivers. He declared that out 
of 24,000 applicants examined, 15 per 
cent were found to have defective 
vision and their permits were void. if 
used without wearing glasses. 

Dr. J. Fred Andrea, of Baltimore, told 
of the operation of the Maryland law. 
He stated that in a recent report his 
commission made the same recom- 
mendation made by the motor vision 
commission for differently shaped traf- 
fic lights. He advocated the square 
shape for the red, the diamond shape 
for the green and the round shape for 
the amber. He also told of a test con- 
ducted at an auto show, where among 
others a man of about 40 was found to 
have only 22-100 normal sight. The 
tests were general and no names regis- 
tered, but Dr. Andrea, in questioning 
the man, said that he declared himself 
to be the driver of a city fire truck. 


1,000 Delegates Register. 


Dr. Leo M. Mayer, of New York, 
optometric inspector for the State, 
spoke on the work being accomplished. 
The examinations there are made by 
traffic inspectors who have been in- 
structed by Dr. Mayer and if the ap- 
plicant has any serious defect in vision 
he is told to consult his optometrist. 
New York requires 20-50 normal.vision. 

George Keevil, of Toronto; Dr. C. R. 
Crofut, of Connecticut, and Dr. Arthur 
Hoare, of California, each explained 
conditions in his section. 

The Pennsylvania State Optometric 
Society met last-night and transacted 
routine business. Dr. E. T. Myer, of 
Pittsburgh, State president, presided. 
The society indorsed Dr. Otto G. Haus- 
mann, of Philadelphia, for national 
president. Dr. Hausmann and Dr. Leo 
M. Mayer, of New York, are the lead- 
ing candidates. 

Approximately 1,000 delegates had 
registered, with more expected this 
morning when the American Op- 
tometric Association opened its thir- 
tieth annual congress yesterday.

“How is he,” he testified he asked 
her. Apparently without feeling, Loomis 
said, she answered, “He's dying.” and 
went home, while he returned to the 
bedside and remained until death 
came, two days after the fist fight with 
Kelly which the State charges produced 
a fatal subdural hemorrhage.

Max Wagner testified he carried $800 
from Kelly to Miss Mackaye to be used 
in paying Dr. Sullivan’s bill of $500 for 
attending Raymond and the hospital 
bill. He said he did not know of any 
attempt to cover up facts in Raymond's 
death and was not asked to hush up 
the matter of the big fee to the phy- 
sician.

Detroit, June 20 (By A. P.).—A claim 
of Mrs. Alice Gray Kales, former mi- 
nority stockholder of the Ford Motor 
Co., against the Bureau of Internal Rev- 
enue for $400,000 involving the pay- 
ment of income taxes on her holdings, 
was denied today by Federal Judge 
Charles 8.

CHAMBERLIN 13 AWARDED 
HIGHEST AUSTRIAN HONOR 


Huge Vienna Crowds Gather 
Constantly, Eager to 
See American. 


SAILING JULY 12 PLANNED 


Vienna, Austria, June 20 (By A. P.).— 
President Hainisch, of the Austrian 
Republic, today conferred upon Clar- 
ence D. Chamberlin and Charles A. 
Levine the republic’s highest order of 
merit, the “Goldenes Barenzeichen der 
Republic,” in recognition of their 
transatlantic filght from New York to 
Germany. 

The American fliers, who arrived here 
with their wives. last night from 
Munich, Germany, also were received 
by Chancellor Seipel. 

A military guard of honor today 
attended all their comings and goings 
in the Austrian capital, while great 
crowds gathered constantly outside of 
their hotel eager to catch a glimpse of 
them. 

They have made provisional arrange- 
ments to sail for home on _ the 
Leviathan, July 12. 

The Columbia has been fitted with 
two parts which are of German origin. 
One of its compasses was replaced 
after the landing in Germany, and a 
German propeller has been fitted in 
the place of the original, which was 
broken when the plane was forced 
down near Kottbus. 

Before they left Munich Chamberlin 
and Levine issued a proclamation 10 
the German people thanking them for 
the welcome and honors accorded them 
and saying in conclusion: 

“We are scarcely able to express how 
deeply we are touched by all these hon- 
ors, and on our return to.America it 
will give us the greatest satisfaction 
to describe our reception in Germany. 
We also hope that our flight may have 
brought the hearts of our respective na- 
tions closer together, and in this we 
would see the greatest distinction con- 
ferred for our flight. 

“May the day be not far off when 
we will greet a German air conquerer 
of the ocean in America, so that the 
dream of all of us, air traffic between 
America and Europe, may soon be re- 
alized.” 


ANOTHER INDIA FLIGHT 
PLANNED BY BRITISH 


Storms Will Delay Attempt 
Until Early Autumn, 
Hoare Declares. 


London, June 20 (By A. P.).—A fur- 
ther attempt by the royal air force to 
make a non-stop flight to India before 
autumn is now being considered, Sir 
Samuel Hoare, secretary of state for 
air, today told the House of Commons, 
but that as far as he could see, it would 
not be possible to make another at- 
tempt before early autumn because of 
storms in North India. 

The air secretary, who made his 
statement in reply to a question from 
the floor, said that he thought that on 
the whole, it would be better to wait 


for a time when no unnecessary risks 
would be run. 


An attempt to set up a non-stop 
long-distance flight record to India 
was started last Saturday by Flight 
Lieuts. C. R. Carr and P. H. MacWorth. 
The aviators’ big bombing plane, how- 
ever, was forced to descend about 100 
miles from its starting point, when 
trouble developed in the oil feed sys- 
tem. Lieut. Carr in a previous attempt 
to reach Karachi, India, in May, was 
forced down in the Persian Gulf.

Charles A. Lindbergh had a new and 
pleasant experience today when he 
drove down town from the residence of 
Harry Knight in St. Louis County, 
where he is visiting, and parked his 
new roadster, a gift, in the business 
section, without receiving public ac- 
claim. 

A crowd gathered about the car 
which is a distinctive silver gray, 
matching the color of his ocean-span- 
ning airplane, Spirit of St. Louis. The 
hero of the week-end homecoming 


celebration discovered, however, that 
the spectators were not looking at him. 
but at the automobile. None seemed 
to recognize him as the world hero. 

Col. Lindbergh utilized the first day 
of his return to private life in going 
over the numerous business offers made 
him since his flight across the Atlantic, 
The trip downtown was a business er- 
rand. 


Twelve Crates of Gifts. 


Knight received today at his broker- 
age office the first shipments of gifts 
showered on the flier by admirers 
abroad and in the United States. 


Twelve crates of gifts were delivered. 

Col. Lindbergh, who formerly had 
quarters with the air mail pilots at 
Lambert-St. Louis Flying Field, has as 
yet established no home address in St. 
Louis. ' 

Col. Lindbergh today indorsed the 
proposed national air derby from New 
York to Spokane, Wash. Septem- 
ber 19 to 21, and said he would con- 
sider an invitation to act as official 
starter for the national air races at 
Spokane, September 23 and 24. 


Flier Favors Invitation. 


Maj. John T. Fancher, managing di- 
rector of the National Air Derby Asso- 


ciation of Spokane, Wash., said Col. 
Lindbergh told him he would “look upon 
the invitation with a great deal of 
favor, as it is right in line with the 
work I am most interested in.” 

In a letter to Maj. Francher, 
Lindbergh wrote: 

“I am very glad indeed to say that 
such events as the national air derby 
from New York to Spokane, September 
19 to 21, 1927, are a great aid to the 
cause of commercial aviation and I sin- 
cerely hope that the national air derby 
will meet with all the success that it 
deserves.” 

Spokane has put up $50,000 in cash 
prizes for the derby and other races. 


Lauded by Longworth. 


Ann Arbor, Mich,, June 20 (By A. P.). 
Citing Charles A. Lindbergh and his 
mother, Mrs. Evangeline Lodge Lind- 
bergh, as amgng the “finest examples 
in all history worthy of emulation by 
the young womanhood and young man- 
hood of the Nation,” Nicholas Long- 
worth, Speaker of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, urged college students to 
Study the character of America’s hero 
in an address before the University of 
Michigan’s eighty-third graduating

Rio Janeiro, June 20 (By A. P.).—In- 
terest in the fate of Capt. Saint Roman, 
French aviator, and his companion, M. 


Mouneyres, who hopped off from St. 
Louis, Senegal, on May 5, for Pernam- 
buco, Brazil, and have since disappear- 
ed, was revived here today with the re- 
ceipt of news that the wreckage of an 
airplane had been found in the mouth 
of the Amazon River by a fisherman. 

The news was contained in a tele- 
gram from Para and was signed by the 
chief of the national telegraph district. 
It stated that a deep sea fisherman had 
arrived today at the mouth of the 
Amazon River with the report that he 
had seen a raft made of an airplane 
wing attached to which were two 
wheels. On the wheels there were the 
marks “Five Aero 800 X160 12.12 26.” 

The wreckage was reported seen off 
Cape Maguary on Marajo Island in the 
estuary of the Amazen River at a point 
far north of Pernambuco, Saint Ro- 
man’s destination. Its presence so far 
north might have been caused by the 
north-flowing coastal ocean current, it 
was said here. 

The report has aroused excitement in 
Rio Janeiro, where it is felt to open up 
the question whether the aviators, who 


were given up for lost, may still be 
safe. 


Capt. Saint Roman and M. Mouneyres 
were reported to have been sighted 
within 200 miles of the Brazilian coast, 
but this was never confirmed. Upon 
their failure to arrive at Pernambuco 
a search was made for them, but with- 
Out success. 

Before leaving St. Louis the aviators 
removed the floats from their plane in 
order to lighten it and substituted ordi- 
nary landing gear. This led to the 
withdrawal of patronage of the flight 
by the French department of aviation 
on the ground that removal of the 
floats made the flight over the ocean 
too hazardous.

John C. Graham, who saw a signal in 
the north country in the region back 
of the Lake St. John district, Sunday 
night, described it as a yellow light 
that lasted for two minutes, Graham 
said he consulted the international code 
book and learned that the _ signal 
meant “N.” 

The “flares” have ben associated with 
the two missing French aviators, Nun- 
gesser and Coli. Graham’s report was 
the first telling of the “flares” being 
seen from the south side of the St. 
Lawrence River. 

New York, June 20 (By A. P.).—Belief 
was expressed here tonight that some 
error was made by John C. Graham in 
his interpretation of the “flare” signal 
as the letter “N” in international code. 

Aviation officers at Mitchel Field said 
they knew of no international code for 
such signaling and explained that the 
international telegraph code for the let- 
ter “N” is a dash and a dot A flare 
such as'Graham described could have 
been interpreted as the letter “T,” they 
said, as a dash is the international code 
for that letter.

American Episcopacy Praised 
for Supporting Mexican 
Church in Dispute. 


Rome, June 20 (By A. P.).—Excom- 
munication may be meted out to 


French Catholics who insist on re- 
maining in the ranks of Leon Daudet’s 
L’Action Francaise group, Pope, Pius 
intimated today in his allocution be- 
fore a secret consistory at which two 
cardinals were created and the appoint- 
ments of several new archbishops and 
bishops confirmed. 


“We feel afflicted,” the Pontiff de- 
clared, “when we think that some day 
it may be necessary to mete out to a 
single one of our children who has 
strayed from the paths of duty this 
punishment.” 

While reiterating sorrow over the 
continued disobedience of certain 
French Catholics and offering to re- 
ceive back into the fold those who 
sincerely recant, Pope Pivs vigorously 
denounced accusations of the leaders 
of the L’Action Francaise’s group. 

The Pontiff said that the enemies o! 
the church averred that he did not 
know the true situation in France of 
was misinformed by ministers, “whose 
loyalty in fact is above praise,” or that 
because of party passions, “we are 
working for the reconstruction - of 
some kind of empire, or that we are 
misled by affection for some nation or 
that we trespass the limits of our ‘au- 
thority, ordering actions. against pa- 
triotism.” 


It “Smacks of 


“All this,” he continued, “is not only 
very insulting to us, but repugnant to 
the truth and smacks of madness.” 

To these “indocile children” the 
Pope repeated the Scriptural words, “It 
matters little to me to be judged by 
7ou or any human judgment; God alone 
judges me.” and Saint Amerosius’ dec- 
laration, “Where Peter is the Church 
is; where the Church is, there is 
eternal life.” 

“We are. entirely ready,” the Pope 
said, “to receive and embrace with 
paternal charity and benignity who- 
ever recants and proposes sincerely to 
remove the scandal which too long has 
been presented to the whole Church, 
particularly that of France. Indeed, 
we hope that soon all will refind them- 
selves with their common father.”

Mexican Episcopacy Praised. 


Referring to Mexico, the Pontiff 
praised the episcopacy, clergy, and Ro- 
man Catholics for their struggle in be- 
half of religious liberty and also praised 
the American episcopacy for what he 
termed its noble effort to enlighten 
public opinion on the conditions facing 
the Mexican church. 

He expressed Delie: that the _ re- 
crudescence of this “barbaric ire”

Brussels, June 20 (By A. P.).—Mgr. 
Van Roey, the newly appointed cardinal, 
was the close friend and associate of 
Cardinal Mercier, whom he succeeded 
as Archbishop of Malines when Mercier 
passed away. The new cardinal is best 
known as a theologian. 

Frequently together, the two prelates 
offered a striking physical contrast. 
Mercier was tall and stooped, his face 
narrow and his demeanor that of a 
kindly ascetic. Van Roey is stout with 
@ square face and calm eyes that focu 
firmly * 

The new cardinal is a very modest 
man; extremely studious and widely 
influential. Throughout the Malines 
conversations, in which basis for a new 
understanding, perhaps a reunion, be- 
tween the Catholic Church and the 
Church of England, was sought, he was 
one of the principal figures. 

To Mgr. van Roey’s theological 
knowledge, Cardinal Mercier had fre- 
quent recourse. The monsignor was 
the cardinal’s right-hand man in many 
important affairs. Year in and year 
out Mercier, the philosopher, found in 
Van Roey, the master of theology, a 
precious collaborator. On most of Car- 
dinal Mercier’s journeys to Rome, Mgr. 
van Roey accompanied him. 

Warsaw, Poland, June 70 (By A. P.). 
The newly named Cardinal Hlonda is 
the apostolic administrator of Polish 
Upper Silesia and is one of the most 
brilliant members of the Catholic 
Church in Poland. He devoted himself 
to the problem of educating children 
and is a scholar of wide learning. 

Born in 1881, the son of a minor rall- 
way official, Hlonda joined the Sale- 
zian Order and entered a monastery in 
Italy at the age of 13 years. He became 
a doctor of philosophy and also studied 
music. Returning to Poland, he com- 
pleted his studies at the Universities of 
Krakow and Lwow. 

After holding important post in the 
church in 1926 the new cardinal suc- 
ceeded to the archbishopric of Posen 
and Gniezno.

REDUCTION IN NUMBER 
OF MEMBERS PROPOSED 


Viscount Allen Predicts So- 
cialists Will Act to Abol- 
ish Institution. 


London, June 20 (By A. P.).—Sweep- 
ing changes in the constitution of the 
House of Lords tending to rouse the 
upper chamber of the British Parlia- 
ment from the political lethargy from 


which it has suffered ever since its 
power was curtailed sixteen years ago, 
were outlined by Lord Chancellor Cave, 
speaking in behalf of the government 
this afternoon. 

Among the proposals, as outlined by 
the lord chancellor, is the granting of 
authorization to the sovereign to nomi- 
nate a limited number of members for 
periods of twelve years, thus providing 
for representation of Laborites and 
other parties in the upper house. 

The government also proposes to re- 
duce the number of members by the 
election from their ranks of hereditary 
peers of a fixed number to sit for twelve 
year periods, one-third retiring every 
fourth year an being eligible for 
reelection. The peers to sit in the house 
would be selected by their fellow hered- 
itary peers. Those not elected to the 
House of Lords would be eligible to 
election. The hereditary principle of 
the upper house, however, would be pre- 
served. 

Secrecy Surrounds Date. 


No indication was given when the 
government will produce its bill. The 
program between now and the next 
general election, which must be held by 
November, 1929, is very full but there is 
a substantial body of conservative opin- 
ion in favor of pressing through the 
long-waited reforms before that date. 

The chamber presented an unusual 
sight this afternoon. Usually debates 
there are attended by no more than a 
dozen peers, but today the benches 
were crowded, the bishops in their vest- 
ments adding color to the scene, while 
the galleries were filled with peeresscs. 

In the course of debate, Viscount 
Fitz Allen declared that under the pres- 
ent system the government could in- 
troduce legislation abolishing the House 
of Lords and establishing a single 
chamber government without the lords 
being able to prevent it. He said that 
he believed the Socialists particularly 
would take this action. 

Lord Chancellor Cave, however, de- 
clared in answer that no reform of the 
upper chamber would be carried out 
without the lords participating. The 
Duke of Marlborough then moved “that 
in view of the failure of any scheme of 
the House of Lords reform to arouse 
interest, the house regards further dis- 
cussion of the question inopportune 
and unprofitable.” Debate was ad- 
journed untli Wédnesday 


Tilson Asks Flood Aid 
Study Before Session 


(By the .Assoclated Press.) 

Chairmen of the two House commit- 
tees having jurisdiction over flood con- 
trol legislation were requested yester- 
day by Representative Tilson, of Con- 
necticut, the Republican House leader, 
to call their committees into session 
prior to the convening of Congress to 
consider the fliood situation in the 
Mississippi Basin. 

While the committee officially will 
not be organized until Congress meets, 
Tilson in letters to Chairman Reed, of 
the Flood Control Committee, and 
Chairman Dempsey, of the Rivers and 
Harbors Committee, said the two 
groups could sit informally and discuss 
the situation, thereby paving the way 
for a start on such legislation early in 
the session. 


MEXICO CITY ATTACHE

Another point made was that Great 
Britain’s scheme provides for longer 
lives of ships, thereby affording the 
taxpayers considerable relief. 

“The American proposal to limit the 
total tonnage for each category of ves- 
sels based on the ratio 5-5-3,” one 
spokesman remarked, “really means 
that the United States would have 
power to, add to the cruiser tonnage 
very considerably, while Great Britain 
would have to reduce the strength of 
her own cruisers.” 

The Japanese proposals were like- 
wise criticized as providing too short 
lives for ships. One of the Japanese 
delegation said: | 

“Our offer represents a very big step 
beyond what we consented to take at 
Washington. We did considerable 
scrapping of ships even before the 
Washington Conference.” 

The Japanese are examining both 
British and American proposals in 
silence, but the British deem it ex- 
tremely doubtful that Japan will con- 
sent to the 5-5-3 ratio for eruisers. 


Larger Type of Sabmarine 
Proposed by British Head 


Geneva, Switzerland, June 20 (By A. 
P.).—In submitting *o the naval dis- 
armament conference today his con- 
crete proposals which involved the re-

man, first lord of admiralty, said the 
British had not changed their minds 
with regard.to their willingness to agree 
to discontinuance of the use of sub- 
marines in warfare, but they recog- 
nized that the powers possessing fewer 


of the larger warships would look upon 
submarines as valuable weapons for de- 
fense. 

However, he felt that if the British 
proposals limiting battleships and other 
large warships were accepted, it would 
not be unreasonable to suggest limita-~ 
tion in the size, and perhaps also the 


number of submarines. Therefore he 
proposed a larger type of submarine, 
which would make it easier to limit the 
number of ¢estroyers. 

The first lord of the admiralty em- 
phasized that owing to the position of 
Great Britain in relation to Europe it 
was necessary to guard against an in- 
crease in naval strength by the powers 
not signatory to any agreement between 
the United States, Japan and Great 
Britain; hence a provision for recon- 
sideration would be needed, though he 
hoped the European powers would ad- 
here to the agreement. 

Mr. Bridgeman refrained from recom- 
mending any total tonnage of cruisers, 
destroyers and submarines, limiting 
himself to advocacy of reduction in the 
size of battleships, cruisers and aircraft 
cafriers and also the guns on these 
craft, and, in view of his suggestion 
that future cruisers should be reduced 
to 7,500 tons, he urged a special agree- 
ment limiting the number of 10,000- 
ton cruisers to be authorized. 


Agreement Is Held Possible. 


Admiral Saito, representing Japan 
said nothing should be done to prevent 
a satisfactory agreement, and he be- 
lieved an agreement possible if proper 
sympathetic consideration were given 
to the pecullar conditions and require- 
ments of the various nations. He em- 
phasized that the value of auxiliary 
war craft varies according to special 
conditions in each courftry and argued 
that the requirements of each nation 
are reflected in what that nation pos- 
sesses actually: or in authorized pro- 
grams. Hence adequate consideration 
must be given to the existing status of 
each nation. 

“The most important object,” he said, 
“is to prevent the expansion of arma- 
ments without simultaneously endan- 
gering national security. Radical de- 
partures from existing conditions cal- 
culated to shake the foundation upon 
which a sense of security rests should 
be carefully avoided.” 

Admiral Saito then proposed that for 
a certain period the powers should 
agree upon the prohibition of a new 
building program or the acquisition of 
warships which will increase naval 
strength. By naval strength he meant 
the tonnage of completed ships which 
have not reached the replacement age 
and the tonnage of ships now under 
construction.

Tennessee Representative Is 
sought to Give Governor 
strength in South. 


SAY HE WOULD.CUT DRY 


AND FAITH OPPOSITION 


Pat Harrison and Westerner 
Also Advanced to Bolster 
Democratic Ticket’ 


Representative Cordell Hull, of Ten- 
nessee, is being quietly promoted by his 
friends and some of the leaders friendly 
to Gov. Alfred E. Smith of New York 
for the nomination for Vice President 
on the Democratic ticket in 1928. The 
idea of those who are interested in the 
movement is to nominate Smith for 


President and Hull for second place. 

Representative Hull is prominent in 
the House ways and means committee, 
is looked on as one of the foremost au- 
thorities in Congress on tariff and rev- 
enue matters and formerly was chair- 
man of the Democratic national com- 
mittee. 

It is expected that his name will be 
presented to the Democratic convention 
as the favorite son of Tennessee, and 
while he has been mentioned as a pos 
sible nominee for President in event of 
a compromise, the backers of Gov. 
Smith are not prepared to concede that 
& compromise will be necessary. 


Seek Southern Strength. 


The purpose in putting Mr. Hull in 
second place on the Democratic ticket 
with Gov. Smith would be to draw 
strength in the South. The Smith 
leaders are well aware of the fact there 
is strong dry opposition to the New 
York governor in the South and also 
opposition on religious grounds.. They 
have been inclined for some time to the 
view that it would be good political 
strategy to nominate for Vice President 
some Southern man who would have 
the support of the Southern drys and 
be popular generally in the South. 

It is well known that several promi- 
nent Southern Democrats have been 
given encouragement by Smith leaders 
in the idea that they would be available 
for second place. Senator Pat Harrison, 
of Mississippi, is one of those who is 
said to have been so approached. 
Whether these advances were made with 
authority, however, is not known here. 


Westerner Is Mentioned. 


In the case of Mr. Hull it appears the 
possibility of putting him on the ticket 
with Smith is receiving more than per- 
functory consideration because of the 
talk that if Smith is nominated the 
Republicans expect to carry Tennessee. 
It is pointed out that Representative 
Hull would be a strong factor in sav- 
ing Tennessee to the Democrats. More- 
over, he is well known in Missouri and 
Kentucky, and would, it is argued, add 
to the strength of the ticket in those 
States. 

Suggestions have been made that the 
Smith leaders would reach out after 
a Western man for Vice President. It 
has been pointed out that it would be 
good politics to pick a Western man 
who would have agricultural support. 
E. T. Meredith, of Iowa, has been men- 
tioned. On the whole, however, selec- 
tion of a Southern man for Vice Presi- 
dent finds more favor.

States would be permitted to double her 
present and prospective tonnage of 
125,000 and then add 50,000 tons more, 
on the basis of the American proposal. 


Would Scrap United States Destroyers. 


America agrees, however, to make her 
in scrapping destroyers, of 
which she has a total tonnage of 329,- 
153 as compared to 197,015 tons for 
Great Britain and 56,622 tons for 
Japan. Many of the American destroy- 
ers have not been manned for years as 
it would require something like 25,000 
extra navy personnel to put them in 
service. 

In calculating the amount of tonnage 
to be scrapped, Secretary Kellogg com- 
bines cruiser and destroyer classes of 
vessels of all ages and reaches a pro- 
posed maximum of 550,000 tons for 
Great Britain and the United States 
and 330,000 tons for Japan. 

On this basis of calculation, the 
carrying out of the American plan 
would mean that the United States 
would scrap 62,093 tons now and 80,- 
000 additional tons upon completion of 
cruisers building. Great Britain, if her 
present cruiser building program were 
completed, would have to scrap about 
58,000 tons of cruisers and Japan would 
have to scrap about 40,000 tons. 

It appears from the figures that the 
United States would be making a 
greater sacrifice than the other two 
powers but as a matter of fact America 
would be scrapping destroyers which 
are not now in use and may never be 
taken from drydock, while the British 
and Japanese would be expected to 
scrap modern cruisers. 


Would Scrap U. 8S. Submarines. 


The American proposal to limit sub- 
marines to 90,000 tons is in line with 
the proposals made at the Washington 
conference and rejected because of the 
attitude of France. The 5-5-3 ratio, 
applied here, would limit Japan’s sub- 
marine tonnage to 54, The United 
States would have to scrap 3,868 tons 
of submarines in carrying out the 
American plan, whereas Great Britain 
and Japan would not be called upon to 
scrap any. 

The statement made by Mr. Kellogg 
with respect to submarines, which is 
certain to attract widespread attention, 
is as follows: 

“If it should eventually be possible 
to reach a general agreement between 
all naval powers to abolish submarines, 
the United States would not be un- 
favorable to its consideration. My gov- 
ernment realizes, however, that such 
action in order to be acceptable must 
necessarily be universal.” 


Affects France, Italy and Others. 


This means that France, Italy and 
other powers not participating at Ge- 
neva would have to agree to the aboli- 
tion of submarines. But the reason 
for America’s reference to abolishing 
this type of craft is nevertheless puz- 
zling to diplomats in view of the posi- 
tion taken by the United States at the 
Washington conference. 

The British on that occasion made 
a drive for the abolition of the subma- 
rine and Lord Lee, the British naval 
delegate, pressed the British delega- 
tion’s contention that “total and final 
abolition” was required, rather than 
restriction. 

Replying to the British appeal, Mr. 
Hughes read the.report of the Ameri- 
can advisory committee stating that 
submarines were essential to the Ameri- 
can Navy, that their cost was small 
and adding: 

“The retention of a large submarine 
force may at some future time result 
in the United States holding its outly- 
ing possessions. If these colonies once 
fall, the expenditure of men necessary 
to recapture them will be tremendous, 
and may result in a drawn war, which 
would really be a United States de- 
feat. 

“The United States needs a large 
submarine force to protect its inter- 
ests.” 

The announced readiness of the 
United States to now consider abolition 
of submarines is regarded, however, as 
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less important than appears on the sur- 
face because the American delegation 
knows that there is no chance what- 
ever of other powers, especially France, 
agreeing to abolish this type of craft. 
The American delegation has seemingly 
given another expression of readiness 
to sacrifice in order, perhaps, to obviate 
the necessity of another British drive 
to win support for doing away with 
the undersea craft. 

The main feature of the American 
proposal, it is pointed out, is that it 
calls upon the powers to translate the 
principles of the 5-5-3 ratio into prac- 
tical application in respect to cruisers 
and auxiliary craft and thereby prevent 
competitive armament building in this 
field. 

Great Britain and Japan indicated 
willingness to carry out this prin- 
ciple with respect to smaller craft when 
the Washington conference was in ses- 
sion, The spirit of limitation, however, 
has not been applied to these craft by 
either Great Britain or Japan since the 
adjournment of the Washington con- 
ference in 1922. 

America’s proposal admittedly calls 
for a return to these principles and the 
United States offers to abide by whatever 
limits Britian and Japan will agree 
upon. But in the.cvent of no agree- 
ment, there are clear indications be- 
tween th? limes of the American pro- 
posal that the United States will feel 
compelled to'build cruisers and other 
auxiliary craft in order that America’s 
proper relative naval strength be as- 
sured, 


U. S. Will Build 10 Cruisers, 
Britten Says, If Talk Fails 


(By the Associated Press.) 
Failure of agreement at the Geneva 
Naval Armament Limitation_Conference 
would be followed immediately by a re- 
sumption of competitive building with 
the new Congress immediately passing 
the bill for ten fast new 10,000-ton 


cruisers, Representative Britten, of Illi- 
nois, ranking Republican on the House 
naval committee, predicted yesterday. 

“The American proposal,” he said, “is 
fair, frank amd one which will impress 
the world with our desire to limit naval 
expenditures and its rejection by Great 
Britain and Japan can only bring about 
a resumption of the race for naval su- 
premacy, which, however costly, will be 
carried forward energetically by the 
United States. 

“If the Geneva Conference fails of 
agreement, I am confident that the 
coming Congress will immediately pass 
the bill for ten additional fast cruis- 
ers which was recommended by Presi- 
dent Coolidge in the:closing days of 
the last Congress. 

“With a $500,000,000 Treasury surplus 
this year, the question for. Congress to 
decide will be: ‘Is reduced taxation 
more important than the national de- 
fense?’”’ 


Armaments Relief Is Seen 
In Limit on Warship Size 


Geneva, Switzerland, June 20 (By A. 
P.)—The British delegation declared 
that the armament race would never 
end uytil nations agreed upon the size 
of individual warships and made these 
warships as small as possible in an 
exclusive statement to the Associated 
Press tonight. 

When the correspondent pointed out 
that the British proposals contained no 
total tonnage figures for auxiliary war 
craft, the spokesman replied that the 
British were not interested in fixing to- 
tal tonnage, but might consider such 
fixation if there was an agreement on 
lessening the size of individual ships. 

The British, he continued, were more 
interested in having a sufficient num- 
ber of cruisers than-other warships be- 
cause they needed them to protect

Ministers at Berlin Criticize 
Stresemann’s Failure at 
League Meeting. 


REICHSTAG FIGHT NEAR 


Berlin, June 20 (By A. P.).—After re- 
porting to President von Hindenburg 
on the League Council meeting, Gustav 
Stresemann, foreign minister, sub- 
mitted a lengthy report at a cabinet 
council held this evening to discuss 
the foreign political situation arising 
from the Geneva conference. 

The cabinet after hearing Dr. Strese- 

mann’s account approved thd attitude 
of the German delegation, although 
some of the ministers regretted that 
nothing definite had been accom- 
plished in matters vitally affecting the 
reich. 
It is expected that when the political 
debate on foreign affairs begins in the 
reichstag-on June 23, Dr Stresemann 
will be sharply criticized for what his 
opponents term “the Geneva fiasco.” 

Moreover, the speech of M. Poincare, 
the French premier, at Luneville yes- 
terday, in which he took Germany to 
task for failure to live up to her obli- 
gations, has brought further grist to 
the nationalist mill, whose press brands 
it as conclusive proof that “the Locarno 
spirit is dead so far as France is con- 
cerned,” and adds that “Briand has 
yielded the leadership in foreign af- 
fairs to Poincare, who is forever preach- 
ing eternal hatred of Germany.” 

The Socialist and Democratic journals 
also deplore M. Poincare’s words, which 
they say can only cause a new Franco- 
German estrangement.

So much for the Indians. At Ard- 
more the Presid-nt is to meet those 
people who do not say much, who 
have admittedly had a hard time mak- 
ing a livelihood in the past few years 
and who have a way of looking at you 
with the attitude of, “Well, you East- 
ern wise cracker, let’s see what you've 
got to say.” These gentlemen, sun- 
burned and occasionally freckled, know 
their corn and oats and wheat, so to 
speak, They freely say the predictions 
for this year’s crop are of the best, but 
@ good crop does not mean a lot of 
money, because, they contend, it has 
cost, in the past, more to make a crop 
than they received after they had 
made it. 

But Mr. Coolidge has an astuteness 
that takes with people. He has dem- 
onstrated that in the East and now 
he is demonstrating it in the West.’ 
Everybody around Rapid City today is 
saying, “Now, ain’t that wonderful for 
him to go to that little church at 
Hermosaya?” That’s the way it af- 
fects them. 

Of course, Chet Leedon, the United 
States marshal, is not a farmer, but 
United States marshals usually know 
their political onions as the girls would 
say. Well, Chet is a character of the 
Dakota country and he blundered on 
Mr. Coolidge at the executive offices 
in, the schoolhouse today. 

You can easily picture Chet as a man 
ready with the guns.

And he gave them the impression that 
his ready smile could be changed Intec 
a look of grim determination with his 
six-shooter barking if just the wrong 
word was said. Chet worked hard for 
Senator Hiram Jghnson’s presidential 
aspirations in 1924; in fact, Mr. Ro- 
berts, who has been for Coolidge, de- 
clared that he and Chet had never yet 
been together politically. But Chet, 


after coming from his talk with the 
President today said enthusiastically 
and unequivocally:

As. Chet told it himself, he was a 
hard drinker for fifteen years, but for 
five years he hasn’t touched a drop and 
he is not drinking today. 

This may mean a lot and it may 
mean nothing, but it seems to show the 
way things are going out here. Chet 
is a Norbeck man. They are thinking 
of running him for. Congress, to oppose 
William Williamson, of Custer; Who in- 
cidentally has not been over this way. 

All the political experts are saying 
that Senator Norbeck is definitely tied 
up with Coolidge. Maybe he is and 
maybe he isn’t. The senator says he is 
acting in the role of host. But Senator 
W. H. McMaster is not doing that. Sen- 
ator Norbeck has been around here every 
day, presenting this and that delegation 
to the President. In fact, he presents 
them all. He presented everybody to- 
day and a steady stream of callers it 
was. 

The President motored in from his 
mountain retreat early. So early, in 
fact, that his personal secretary, E. T. 
Clark, was still eating breakfast in that 
restaurant which has a graphaphone 
playing “Diana” aimlessly and endless- 
ly. It was raining when the President 
arrived and raining when he left, three 
hours later. He had to wejt about 30 
minutes at the door of the ool house 
for the chauffeur, who ha@ taken ad- 
vantage of the trip into town to run 
down to one of the newspaper men’s 
rooms in the hotel to take a bath. 

But Senator Norbeck, to get back to 
him, seems enthusiastic. The senator 
is wrapped up in the Black Hills, a 
prime mover in the State parks and 
the campaign tc exploit them.

AMERICA'S PROPOSAL, 


The proposals made by the United States at 
the opening of the naval limitation conference 
at Geneva yesterday may have a far-reaching 
influence upon international relations and upon 
American politics. The United States in effect 
asks Great Britain to scrap some of her cruis- 
ers, and asks Japan to abandon her present 
cruiser superiority to the United States and 
accept a place of permanent inferiority. 

The present strength of the three powers in 
cruisers built, building and authorized is as 
follows:

The United States also proposes that sub- 


marines shall be limited to 60,000 to 90,000 
tons each for Great Britain and the United 
States, and 36,000 to 54,000 tons for Japan. 

Great Britain and Japan are reminded that 
at the Washington Conference they approved 
in principle of the 5-5-3 ratio as applied to 
auxiliary vessels as well as to capital. ships. 
The United States now asks those powers to 
apply the ratio to cruisers, destroyers and sub- 
marines. 

Public sentiment and official statements in 
Great Britain have made it quite clear that 
the British government will not agree to scrap 


any of its cruisers. It has been made equally 


clear in Japan that the Japanese government | 


will not agree to limit its cruiser and subma- 
rine tonnage to three-fifths the tonnage of the 
United States. 

Thus, whatever may be the outcome of -he 
Geneva Conference, it may be safely assumed 
from the start that the proposals just made by 
the United States will not be embodied in a

| +, Preliminary intimations from official sources 


indicate that Great Britain will suggest limita- 
tions upon the tonnage and gun caliber of ir 
dividua] cruisers, and that Japan will suggest 
a cessation of cruiser building for a time. The 
effect of the British proposal would be to en- 
hance the relative strength of the British fleet, 
which has the advantage of more numerous 
British merchantmen could be

The effect of the Japanese proposal. wouid 
be to leave Japan indefinitely in a position of 
cruiser superiority over the United States. 

The vicissitudes of the preparatory commis- 
sion which sought to arrange for a general 
disarmament conference are sufficient evidence 


of the obstacles that stand in the way of inter- 


national arms agreements. Unless the ground 
ig well laid in advance the chances. of dis- 
agreement are vastly more numerous than the 
chances of agreement. 

At the Washington Conference many cir- 
cumstances conspired to bring about agree- 
ment. At the present Geneva Conference many 
circumstances combine to prevent agreement. 
At Washington the powers were offered great 
concessions by the United States, and at 
Geneva they are offered none. At Washing- 


ton the world was infatuated with the idea 


that naval limitations could be accomplished, 
At Geneva the world is skeptical and disil- 
Jusioned, and threats of war make the nations 
fearful of entering into agreements to reduce 
their strength. At Washington the great naval 
powers were not asked to make sacrifices.’ At 
Geneva they are asked to do so. 

The increase of naval strength by Great Brit- 
ain and Japan since the Washington Conference 


. has caused many Americans to believe that the 


conference, while it resulted in a. treaty, was 
not advantageous to the United States. These 
Americans will be doubly critical of the Geneva 
Conference, and will be inclined to oppose any 
treaty unless it is clearly shown. that the United 
States is actually placed on a parity with Great 
Britain and superior. to Japan in cruiser 
strength,

resulting from the refusal of the other powers 
to agree to the 5-5-3 rdtio for cruisers and 
submarines, might cause a bitter reaction in 
Congress and “throughout the country, culmi- 
nating in an irresistible movement for the 
building of a navy exceeding the strength of 
any other. 

A paragraph in Ambassador Gibson’s open- 
ing statement has been misinterpreted as an 
indication of the willingness of the United 
States to abolish submarines. If this para- 
graph is scrutinized it is clear that it was in- 
tended merely to forestall useless discussion 
on that subject. Submarines can be abolished 
only by universal agreement. The present 
conference, being confined to three powers, 
can not settle the matter. The intimation 
that the United States “‘woquld not be unfavor- 
able”’ to consideration of the subject is con- 
tingent upon an utter improbability—that all 
naval powers would agree to abolish subma- 
rines. Inasmuch as they will not agree, 
there is no use in wasting time at the Geneva 
Conference in discussing the matter. 


NATIONAL AIR TOUR. 


No fewer than 25 airplanes, varying from 
the single-engined one-seater to the multi- 
motored ten-pasenger machine, are expected 
to participate in the.national air tour which 
starts from Detroit on June 27. The 4,000- 
mile itinerary will take the participants first 
to the Atlantic Coast, thence to Texas and 
back to Detroit on July 12, by way of Omaha 
and Chicago. The initial tour, known then 
as the annual commercial airplane reliability 
tour, took place in 1925. 

While speed is an important factor in de- 
termining the winner, chief emphasis is placed 
on efficiency. and reliability. -Twenty-four 
cities will be visited en route, and the plane 
that makes the best record will win for its 
owner the Edsel Ford trophy in addition to 
other prizes. 

The national air tour has: been likened to 
the Glidden tour competitions, which served 
so well to impress upon the American public 
the dependability of the automobile. Before 
the airplane can assume its rightful place in 
the American transportation system the pub- 
lic must be brought to realize that it is effi- 
cient and reliable. Speed is an important con- 
sideration. Without reliability, however, speed 
is of no value whatsoever, and although the 


| public knows well that the airplane is the 


swiftest means of travel yet developed, it is 
not yet ready to admit that the airplane can 
be depended upon for day in and day out 
service, 

The progress of this air caravan will. be 
watched with interest, for the American people 
are anxious to be assured of the commercial 
practicability of the airplane. The public has 
to be shown, and the national air tour is one 
of the best ways to show it. 


AN.EMERGENCY RELIEF FUND. 


By the time the Seventieth Congress con- 
venes there will have been prepared. for in- 
troduction a flood of relief bills entirely com- 
mensurate with the extent of the Mississippi 
flood, and some of them, if enacted, may result 
in damage as great as that disaster. Already 
a.dozen or.more plans for the.control of floods 
have been framed and aired by amateurs, 
whose good intentions greatly exceed their 
knowledge of engineering. 

That the waters can and will be controlled 
is certain. But the control must come through 
the careful study by engineers of ability and 
experience. It can not be accomplished by 


On the other hand, 
the matter of extending aid to the victims of 
the disaster is entirely aside from «the pre- 
vention of future disasters. Up to last ‘atur-

One of these is Senator Thomas, of Okla- 
homa, who will introduce at the opening of 
the session .a bill to establish a Federal emer- 
gency relief fund to be administered by the 
President for the purpose of “furnishing re- 
lief to sufferers from floods, fires, earthquakes, 
storms, plagues and similar visitations.” 
bill extends wide powers to.the executive and 
severs all red tape which ordinarily «retards 
the purposes of such laws. The fund, as pro- 
posed by Senator Thomas, will be fixed at 
$10,000,000, but before the Dill is onacted into 
law it is likely that the amount will be very 
largely increased, for, according to the reports 
of those who have had an opportunity for per- 
sonal observation, at least $100,000,000 will 
be necessary to place the refugees in the Mis- 
sissippi Valley in a position to. rehabilitate 
themselves. | 

In any event, the idea of an emergency fund 
is an excellent. one, and it is likely to appeal 
to Senate and House alike as the proper way 
to meet future emergencies of this character.

DECREPIT AUTOMOBILES. 


Pennsylvania’s new automobile code, ra- 
cently signed by Gov. Fisher, empowers the 
secretary of highways to “suspend the regis- 
tration of any vehicle deemed unsafe, or unfit 
to be operated, or not equipped as required 
The code becomes effective 
Janyary 1. Under it brakes must be in good 
working condition at all times, and all closed 
vehicles must be equipped with a windshield 
wiper or device to clear rain, snow or other 
moisture from the line of vision. Still more 
sweeping, however, js the provision which, ac- 
cording to dealers, Will mean the withdrawal 
of hundreds of decrepit and outworn cars and 
trucks now to be found on the roads, under 
which many Pennsylvanians will have to pur- 
chase new cars or have their old ones com- 
pletely overhauled. 

In recent years the ramshackle automobile 
has gained a.firm place in the heart of youth. 
If the college boy is not financially able to own 
and operate an up-to-the-minute vehicle, “he 
purchases one as ancient as can be found, 
plasters it up with catchwords and phrases, 
and drives it through the countryside pro- 
claiming to the world that it is all just a merry 
joke., A joke it remains until an accident oc- 
curs, usually because the car was not safe from 
the mechanical standpoint. Youth, however. 
is not the only offender. Hundreds of auto- 


mobile owners continue to drive vehicles that. 


should be in the shop or in the discard, allow- 
ing for the bad brakes or mechanical defects 
that have crept in gradually. 

Pennsylvania now proposes to make certain 
that only safe vehicles are permitted the 
privilege of utilizing the roads. If the law 
meets with success, it will be copied elsewhere 
in short order. 


COOPERATIVE MANAGEMENT. 


There is more than. mere finance in the sug- 
gestion that the Mitten interests become asso- 
ciated with the Brotherhood of Locomotive En- 
gineers in the management of the chain of 
banks established by the railroad-union. Adop- 
tion. of the proposal would give the Philadel- 
phia traction magnate a voice in a financial in- 
stitution extending from coast. to coast, but, 
more important, it would establish a new meet- 
ing ground between capital and labor. Capital, 
as represented by the Mitten interests, and 
labor; in the guise of the brotherhood, have 
established contact through the medium of co- 
operative management. 
- Thomas E. Mitten has been in his busiuess 
dealings what is known technically as an “open 
shop” man. He has not dealt with the outside 
union, preferring to create what organized la- 
bor refers to as a ‘“‘company” union in order to 
obtain contact between employers and em- 
ployes. The point of difference between Mit- 
ten management and that of other nonunion 
organizations has been cooperative manage- 
ment. Mitten workers were encouraged to buy 
stock, and were in return given representation 
upon the boards of the Mitten companies. 

‘The Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers 
has for years been one of the strongest and 
wealthiest of unions. Its belief in organized 
labor was the principle upon which it was 
founded and flourished: Its wealth brought 
it into the fleld of capital. . In establishing ics 
banks and other business ventures it, too, 
adopted: cooperative management as a funda- 
mental policy. 

Originally Mitten management and the 
brotherhood were as far-apart as the poles in 


their theories as to the best relationship be- 


tween capital and labor. Development of the 
two organizations and a desire on the part of 
each to make operation a common respon- 
sibility, and profits a general benefit, have 
brought them together. Cooperative manage- 
ment has been suggested before as the means 
through which the relations between the 
worker and the boss might be adjusted, but it 
has had no more concrete demonstration of 
effectiveness than the one which the engineers 
are now considering.

Philadelphia Public Ledger: Adapta- 
tion of the motorbus to the conditions 
of modern traffic and of traffic to the 
motorbus are problems awaiting solu- 
tion by the railroads—steam and elec- 
tric—and by every community in the 
land.

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REMEMBER. that last year a friend 
I sent to us a recipe for hot weather 

biscuit, and now that hot weather 
seems just around the corner, if indeed 
it has not already descended by the 
time this reaches our friends, we will 
do well to have the suggestion of this 
recipe brought to our attention. It was 
sent to us by Mrs. E. H. Butts, of 
Washington, and before we take the 
liberty of repeating the recipe we wish 
again to thank her for it. 


Hot-Weather Biscuit. 


Take two cups of flour, one heaping 
teaspoon of baking powder, one scant 
teaspoon of salt, and one teaspoon of 
sugar and sift them well together. 
Then take a tablespoon of crisco and 
work this in with the tips of the fingers 
and then pour in enough sweet milk to 
make a soft dough. Knead this until 
smooth, cut out with top of baking 
powder can if no biscuit cutter is 
handy. Put your iron skillet on the 
gas stove, let it get hot and then turn 
the flame down low and: put in your 
biscuit. Cover with a lid and watch 
to see that the biscuits do not burn. 
As soon as one side has browned turn 
them over and when the second side 
has browned serve them with butter. 


For our supper today, or shall we 
have a supper rather than a dinner, I 
have a dish that we have not employed 
in our menu for some time past—stuff- 
ed peppers with eggs. The peppers may 
be prepared in the morning and set 
aside to be heated at dinner time, which 
lessens the preparation when time for 
the meal comes, and the time for which 
they require the oven will not greatly 
upset the household, even on a hot af- 
ternoon. They may be heated, however, 
just as we cook the biscuit, by placing 
them in a hot iron pan, preferably on 
@ rack, and covering closely until they 
are heated through. If this is done a 
Small amount of water may be placed 
in the botton? of the pan to give mois- 
ture, which means, of course, that we 
heat our peppers by steaming them 
rather than by the dry heat of the 
oven. If you are willing to watch the 
peppers and willing to wait for them, 
they may be heated by the radiation of 
heat from the bottom of the hot iron 
pan without the addition of water to 
create steam. The fire must, in this 
case, be turned very low, and an even 
heat provided, which means that we 
may not have the fire hot, and then 
low and then hot again when we de- 
cide suddenly that the peppers must 
be hurried up. Pans have been burned 
up with this sudden flare of heat, but 
if a low, even heat is maintained, there 
is no danger to the pan whatever, pro- 
vided, of course, the pan is of iron.

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egg, unbeaten, and mix it in well. 
Have ready hard cooked eggs (one for 
each pepper), that have had a small 
slice cut from the pointed end, the 
yolks dug out,.mashed, seasoned as for 
deviled eggs and forced back into the 
white of the egg as a filler. Stuff a 
little of the meat mixture into the cen- 
ter of a green pepper that has been 
parboiled in salted water, and place the 
whole, stuffed egg on top of the mix- 
ture, being careful to have the egg in 
the center of the pepper. Carefully 
force more of the meat mixture around 
the sides of the egg, and up over the 


top of it, entirely filling the pepper 


with the egg upright in the center. 
Bake either in the oven or as suggested 
today in our column. These may be 
served with a welsh rarebit sauce with 
@ cream sauce or just as they are with 
garnishing of parsley. 


We have for today a recipe from a 
friend that giyes an excellent method 
of preserving strawberries via the heat- 
ing agent of the sun. As strawberries 
are still to be had, and as we have 
every reason to hope for sunshine after 
our spring of rain, I hasten. to pass 
along this recipe. Thank you for it, 
Mrs, Phelps. The friend from whom 
this reader obtained this recipe says 
that she puts up small amounts of 
berries at a time—usually two quarts. 


Strawberry Preserves 
(a la Sunshine). 


Mash the berries a little, add one 
cup of sugar to each cup of berries and 
let cook on the stove for ten minutes. 
Then spread thin on platters and set in 
the sun until the edges begin to thicken 
like jelly. No more cooking is neces- 
sary. Place the jelly in glasses and seal 
with parafin. 


In as much as this is a season that 
brings to our market any number of 
good fish that may not be had during 
the winter months, and as we may, 
upon different occasions, have leftover 
fish from our evening meal, let me give 
to you today a recipe for fish chowder 
that may solve for you a supper prob- 
lem on an evening that is not too hot 
and sultry and when you may wish for 
an easy dish that requires little or no 
preparation of accompanying dishes. 


Fish Chowder. 


Have ready two cups of flaked fish 
that has been cooked previously, and 
have ready also two slices of bacon cut 
in small pieces. Place three and a half 
cups of sweet milk in a sgucepan, ready 
to be scalded. 

Fry one thinly sliced onion in three 
tablespons of butter, drop initio this 
mixture two medium-size potatoes cut 
in small cubes, and add enough water 
to cook the potatoes until they are soft. 
This will require very littie water for 
the potatoes, cut in small pieces, re- 
quire very little time for cooking. When 
the potatoes are soft, add the cooked 
fish flakes, the milk, which has been 
thoroughly heated. and the bits of ba- 
con. Cook for two minutes and serve 
immediately. More butter may be add- 
ed if desired, and salc and pepper to 
taste must. ucedless to’ say, be added.

We are speaking now not of bodies 
that are fat all over, but of those that 
have a perceptible lump at the base of 
the neck.

muscle. All sorts of vigorous exercises 
will help in this regard. 

Rule number ene is—don’t be lazy. 
Rule number two is—carry the head 
high. And rule number three is—give 
the neck and shoulder muscles special 
exercises every day. 

Standing or sitting erect, make an ef- 
fort to bring the shoulder blades as close 
together as possible. Holding this po- 
sition, tense the muscles at the base 
of. the neck and push the head back- 
ward just as far as you can. Hold this 
double position for a few moments. 
Repeat until tired, and try to increase 
the number of times day by day.

floor. Lie face downward, placing the 
a of the hands on the floor, even 
with the shoulders. Now keep the 
knees and body rigid and push up until 
the arms are at full length. The el- 
bows should then be straight, and the 
weight of the body is resting on the 
toes and hands. Lower the body slowly 
to original position, and repeat, as 
often as desired. This is called the 
“floor dip.” 

The “bicycle” exercise, also taken on 
the floor, is excellent for the back of 
the neck if it is done so that the legs 
are raised very high and the weight of 
the body is borne on the neck. 

Lastly, thrusting the neck in all 
four directions, one after the other, is 
good. Stretch the neck until you feel 
the muscles pull quite hard.

HOW TO. KEEP WELL

WHAT BAD WATER DID TO THIS 
TFOWN eu. 


N JANUARY of this year Grafton, 
W. Va., got itself into a hole and 
had to call for help. It got itself 

into the hole somewhat earlier, but the 
city did not know about it until the 
first of the year. 

Grafton had 8,517 inhabitants at the 

time of an estimate found in this office. 


It gets its water from the Tygarts Val- 
ley River. Last autumn there was an 
epidemic of typhoid at Philippi, a small 
town 30 miles up the river. In October 
and November, Arden, 20 miles up the 
stream from Grafton, had eight to ten 
virulent cases of typhoid with two 
deaths. The unsterilized dejecta from 
these cases were thrown where they 
reached a tributary of the Tygarts. A 
little later there were heavy rgins near 
Arden and the river rose to a high level. 
Two weeks later the. typhoid epidemic 
was on its way in Grafton. 

Before that epidemic was stopped the 
known cases numbered 150; there were 
25 deaths recorded as from typhoid and 
the estimated wastage of money was 
$200,000. 


It appears that Grafton once had a 
full time health unit, but they had de- 
cided to save some money by abolish- 
ing it. They had been warned to pro- 
vide a filtration plant and a proposal to 
install one had been voted down. They 
had installed chlorination of water,. but 
they had not provided against accidénts 
to the chlorinator. The chlorinator 
they had was not planned to maintain 
free chlorine in the water when a large 
amount of organic matter was present. 

When the epidemic began to get out 
of hand the State health department 
had to help out.. They inoculated all 
the school children against typhoid and 
established clinics for the inoculation 
of all others who could not pay their 
family physicians to inoculate them, 
They regulated the daily dosage of 
chlorine on a basis that always left 
some free chlorine in the water. The 
chlorinating plant was repaired. 

Plans for a filtration plant were 
drawn and the legislature was asked to 
pass a special emergency bill to offset 
the harmful effects of the adverse popu- 
lar vote of several years before. 


Since Grafton is a railroad division 
point and passenger trains are watered 
there, the railroads were required to 
both filter and chlorinate the water 
used by them on passenger trains. The

reestablishment of the full-time health 
department was advised. 

The lessons which the epidemic has 
for the remainder of us are several. 
Onc is that water which is badly pol- 
luted may require both filtration and 


chlorination to make it safe. In ‘act, 
res: rch elsewhere has shown that 
there is a limit beyond which not even 
filtration and chlorination will protect. 
Another is that saving at the spigot 
may mean wasting at the bung when 
it is a matter of health.

South, lacking 
Ace-Queen of his suit, may not open 
it at No Trump; and in that event East 
would win only one Spade trick. 

No. 2.4 The adverse suit is stopped 
safely and the hand contains no other 
four-card suit. 

No. 3. A most unattractive situation. 


A Business Pass should never be made 
with weakness; a bid is essential and‘ 


the choice is between one No Trump 
and two Clubs. The adverse suit prob- 
ably is stopped and the No Trump 
declaration is a contract to take only 
seven tricks, whereas the two-Club 
declaration calls for eight. Also, the 
Club bid would deceive the partner 
concerning the number of Clubs; s0 
No Trump seems to be the lesser of the 
two evils. 

No. 4. Just as in No. 3, a bid is ¢es- 
sential. The choice, as in No. 3, is be- 
tween No Trump and Clubs; but here 
there is little hope that the Spades will 
be stopped. Therefore, the two-Club 
bid, although it indicates four Clubs, 
will not convey as serious misinforma- 
tion as the No Trump which indicates 
a stopped suit. In this case two Clubs 
is the lesser evil.

Dear Jimmy: When you get down to 
actual application of the liquid poisons 
for plant insect pests about which 1 
wrote you last week, you want to re- 
member that it is important, first of 
all, to cover the object completely, 
whether it be the stems and foliage of 
the plants or the bodies of the enemies 
which are attacking them. This ob- 
jective is best attained by reducing the 
liquid to a fine, mist-like spray which 
can be directed exactly where you want 
it. No watering-can which was ever 
devised can do this. You'll find it nec- 
essary to provide a special spraying de- 
vice of some sort. 

Where there'are only a few plants to 
be protected a hand-operated syringe 
type of sprayer will do the work ade- 
quately, besides being inexpensive. 
The type with a cylindrical reservoir 
over the top of which a jet of air passes 
under pressure is the best. A dollar 
or two buys one of these, and it is 
capable of really effective work. 

In a real garden, though—even one 
of decidedly moderate size like yours—a 
compressed air sprayer is the kind to 
have. This consists of a strong metal 
cylinder so made that its liquid con- 
tents are put under substantial air 
pressure by means of an attached pump 
and are thereby forced out. through a 
short hose spray controlled by a: “‘trig- 
ger” operated by one hand. A few 
strokes of the pump raise enough preés- 
sure to last for several minutes’ spray- 
ing. Perfect control and uniform dis- 
tribution of the liquid are prominent 
advantages of these sprayers, and an- 
other point is the range of the device. 
By means of high pressure and exten- 
sion nozzles it is possible to cover thor- 
oughly a tree as tall as a standard Ap- 
ple. When you consider that the outfit 
can be easily carried by a shoulder 
strap, that with proper care it will last 
for years and handle all kinds of liquid 
remediés, and that its initial cost js 
only from 87 to $10 or so depending 
upon the size and material of the cylin- 
der, you begin to realizez what a good 
investment it is.

[MBLEDON, England, June 20 

(By A. P.).—Strictly tennis, and 

plenty of it, was the order of the 

day at the opening of the Wimbledon 

lawn tennis championships, and the 

organizers, alded by beautiful weather, 

realized the unprecedented feat of run- 

ning off the entire first round of the 

men’s singles, in which 128 players were 
entered. 

It was “masculine day,” not a single 

woman player appearing on any of fhe 

fourteen Wimbledon courts and the 


contests were carried out without a 


hitch. Only one of the eight seeded 
players fell by the wayside, the seven 
others seeing it through with miore or 
less difficulty, The quantity of tenriis, 
however, greatly outshone the quality, 

All the interest of the. 8,000 fans as- 
sembled centered in the showing of 


William T. Tilden, the American star, | 


and Rene Lacoste, ranking No. 1 
against their respective opponents. 
Both won their matches without giving 
the spectators an opportunity to judge 
what-they would do in a crisis. Both 
the American and the Frenchman 
loafed through their three sets. 


Henry Cochet, Jean Borotra and 
Jacques Brugnon, of France; Louis 
Raymond, South Africa, and Kari 
Kozeluh, Czechoslovakia, other 
seeded players, passed the test suc- 
cessfully. Takei¢hi Harada, of 
Japan, was the only upset, he be- 
ing defeated by a comparative new- 
comer, Pierre Landry, of France, 


Lacoste, with his newly acquired 
reputation of the greatest player in 
the world, and his 15-year-old oppo- 
nent, Sidney B. Wood, an American 
boy, provided something of a joyful 
note to the rather monotonous day. 
Lacoste, usually serious-minded over 
the nets, seemed to take a lot of fun 
out of the uneven contest. He did not 
play quite so hard as though,he were 
stroking against Tilden and took good- 
naturedly the applause which. greeted 
the boy’s every favorable play. 

Young Wood managed to score five 
games in the three sets, the match 
ending in Lacoste’s favor, 6—1, 6-3, 
6—1. 


Tilden had an easy timg against hig 
English opponent, G. A: Pratt, win- 
ning 6—2, 6—1, 6—0. He limped con- 
siderably by the third set, and sensa- 
tional stories appeared in the news- 
papers that he was suffering from @ re- 
currence of his old knee trouble. . This 
greatly worried the American sp€c- 
tators, but Tilden himself made the 
following statement to the Associated 
Press correspondent: 


“The trouble with my knee is 
not the dld cartilage injury which 
affected me last year. I'ran against 
the side of the courts while play- 
ing Greig at Manchester Thurs- 
day, and while the pain for some 


time was excruciating the old car- 
tilage is all right, and I expect and 
hope the knee will be all right in a 
day or two.” 


The American spectators were given 
a thrill by the return of Francis T. 
Hunter to his. best form.. Hunter 
played better. tennis against the 
Japanese, Y: Ohta, than he had shown 
since he came to Europe, winning 6—1, 
6—4, 6—3. Hunter was once a finalist 
in the Wimbledon championships and 
his friends:look for him to go along 
well in this tournament. 

Borotra, holder of last year’s cham- 
pionship, had a stormy passage in the 
first round. He defeated A. C. Belgrave, 
England, in sttaight sets, but all of 
these went. into extra games, the score 
being 7—5, 7—5, 9—7. 

Borotra showed the poorest form of 
any of the seeded players, even Harada 
in defeat playing superior ‘tennis to 
Borotra in victory. 

On the showing, today Cochet, Lacoste 
ahd Raymond appear to be the three 
stumbling blocks betweén Tilden and 
the championship.

Salvation of scenic beauties of Great 
Falls and the gorge from the menace 
of industralization through a projected 
hydroelectric power plant was initiated 
yesterday, when the commission direct- 
ed Lieut. Col. U. S. Grant 3d, its execu- 
tive. officer, to file a protest inst 
the project with the Federal wer 
Commission, with reasons for so doing. 

Favorable action on the protest will 
save a section containing some of the 
finest scenery in the Eastern United 
States for an important section of the 
Park and Planning Commission's com- 
prehensive development plan for Wash- 
ington and its environs, including e 
ing of both banks of the river to Great 
Falls and construction of convenient 
roadways giving access to their beauty. 


Decision Is Indorsed. 


Some members of the Virginia and 
Maryland Park and Planning Commis- 
sions concurred heartily with the na- 
tional group in the foregoing decision, 
made at the Cosmos Club following an 
inspection trip by members of the three 
bodies, Sunday. Official action is ex- 
pected by the Virginia commission at 
Herndon, Va., July 6, but lack of quor- 
ums of Virginia and Maryland commis- 
sions prevented official action on their 
part yesterday.

“And whereas, the commission be- 
lieves that the Great Falls and gorge of 
the Potomac are the outstanding scenic 
features of the Washington region, 

“Voted, that the commission after 
careful consideration of the subject and 
visit to the &rea, adopts as a major 
park project for the regional plan, the 
creation of a park under interstate or 
Federal control to preserve and make 
accessible the Gorge and Great Falls of 
the Potomac in. a natural state. 

“Voted, that the executive officer of 
the commission present to the Federal 
Power Commission the inconsistency of 
the power project with the park project 
and the reasons which have led to these 
conclusions.” 

Acqujsition of the Patterson tract. as 
a playground for the Northeast, section 
of the city was discussed and.referred 
to a committee of the commission 
which will continue negotiations with 
its owners.

WATSON AND GARGES 
ARRIVE TN NEW YORK 
POR FIRE AID oTUDY 


Committee Will Confer With 
Underwriters’ Engineers To- 
day on Water System. 


INSURANCE RATE DATA 
SOUGHT BY DELEGATES | 


High Pressure, Which Would | 


Reduce Charges, Will 
Be Topic. 


(By a Staff Correspondent.) 


New York, June 20—George 8S. Wat- 
gon, chief engineer of the Washington 
fire department, and Daniel E. Garges, 
secretary to the Board of District Com- 
missioners, arrived here tonight, the 
first members of the committee of five 
appointed a year ago by the Commis- 
sioners to study the desirability of a 
high-pressure system for fire protec- 
tion of the congested district of the 
Capital. 

With the other members of the com- 
mission, due here tomorrow morning 
Watson and Garges will go into con- 
ference at 10 a. m. with George W. 
Booth, chief engineer of the National 
Board of Fire Underwriters, to obtain 
a definite understanding of the reduc- 
tion of fire insurance premiums that 
may be expected to follow-installation 
of a high-pressure system and also of 
reductions from the fire insurance rate 
base that may be expected if the Dis- 
trict complies with 


| 


the recommenda- | 


tions as to water mains and fire hy-| 


drants contained in the June, 1926, 
report of the fire prevention committee 
of the board of underwriters on the 
fire fighting facilities of Washington. 


The other members of the committee 
scheduled to join Watson and Garges 
tomorrow are Charles A. Peters, jr., of 
the Office of the Superintendent of 
Public Buildings and Public Parks; 
George N. Thompson, of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, and David M. Lea, 
of the Washington Board of Trade. 
Following the conference with Booth, 
the committee members expect to be 
guests of John Kenlon, chief of the 
New York fire department, in an in- 
spection of the high pressure system of 
this city. 


5-Cent Reduction Seen. 


It has been suggested that if high 
pressure mains are installed in down- 
town Washington there will be a gen- 
eral reduction of 5 cents on every $100 
of fire insurance premium paid by policy 
holders within. the area afforded the 
additional protection. 

Chief Watson, however, is still more 
interested in the benefits that might 
follow bringing the present water sys- 
tem up to the standard of the under- 
writers. He believes the refurbishing of 
the water main system will warrant a 
reduction of 1.5 out of 10 points in 
establishment of a base fire insurance 
rate. He believes any reduction in pre- 
miums resulting from that will accrue 
to all fire policy holders in the District 
instead of.only to those benefited by 
a high-pressure system. If this be so, 
he wants to know how much the sav- 
ing is likely to be, so that he can sup- 
port requests on Congress for appropria- 
tion for the work with ample data. 

The underwriters’ report of a year 
ago recommended that additional 24- 
inch water mains be laid in B street 
northwest, between Fourteenth and 
Seventeenth streets, and in N street 
northwest, between New Hampshire 
and New Jersey avenues; 16-inch mains 
in I, Eighth and H streets northwest, 
between Sixth and Thirteenth streets, 
in Reservoir street and Wisconsin 
avenue northwest, between P and 
Thirty-fourth streets, and in Sixteenth 
and Fuller streets and Columbia road 
northwest, from Meridian place to 
Eighteenth street, and 12-inch mains 
in B and Ninth streets northwest, from 
Pourteenth street to Louisiana avenue, 
Eighteenth street northwest, from 
Pennsylvania avenue to F street, and 
Georgia avenue northwest, from Fair- 
mont street to Park road. 


Recommendations and Report. 


The report contained the following 
language: 

“Recommended that the distribution 
system be strengthened by early instal- 
lation of these mains and that the fol- 
lowing he adopted as the standard 
minimum size of mains used for hy- 
drant supply for all future construc- 
tion: 

“In residential districts, 8 inch; 6 
inch to be used only when they com- 
plete a good gridiron and in no case 
in blocks 600 feet or more in length. 

“In mercantile and manufacturing 
districts, 8 and 12 inch, the former to 
be used only in sections where they 
complete a good gridiron and the latter 
for long lines and not cross-connected. 

“That all 4-inch mains used for 
hydrant supply be replaced, dead ends 
eliminated wherever practicable and 
long unsupported lines of pipe cross- 
connected so that not more than one 
hydrant will be on a 6-inch main 
between intersecting lines and not 
more than two hydrants on an 8-inch 
main between intersecting lines. 

“That additional hydrants be install- 
ed in those sections not properly pro- 
tected. For good distribution the aver- 
age area served by hydrants should 
range from 40,000 square feet in the 
congested value district to 110,000 
square feet in residential districts.” 


Burned in Parafin Blast.

Merrill Denies Company’s Fi- 
nancial Reverses Due to 
Poor Management. 


10-CENT CHARGE /S AIM 


Hearings of the application of the 


Washington Rapid Transit Co. for a/ 


straight 10-cent fare were concluded 


yesterday before the Public Utilities 
Commission and the petition was taken 
under advisement. 

President E. D. Merrill, of the transit 
company, denied charges of Maj. Clay- 
ton Emig, acting chairman of the Fed- 
eration of Citizezns Associations com- 
mittee on public utilities, that the bus 
company’s financial reverses were due 
to inefficient management. 

Maj. Emig made the charges before 
the commission at Monday’s hearing 
and was to have presented evidence 
tending to substantiate the charges at 
yesterday’s hearing. Maj. Emig com- 
municated with the commission that 
he was delayed and would be unable to 
attend the hearing. 

Mr. Merrill, responding to a question 
from George P.-Hoover, counsel for the 
company, said that with the 10-cent 
fare and certain economic plans of the 
company, additional facilities and im- 
proved service could be had. In ex- 
plaining the rerouting and discontinu- 
ation of several lines of the company, 
Mr. Merrill said the company had been 
forced to economize and the changes 
were a part of the company’s economic 
program. Capt. R. G. Klotz, engineer 
of the commission, testified what bus 
riding and revenues hac been reduced 
by the failure of the company to oper+ 
ate the Lincolu Memoria) line regu- 
larly, instead of during the rush hours 
and on Sundays. He also criticized as 
too high the company’s fare of 9.16 
cents a bus mile.

UNIVERSITY BIOLOGIST 
BITTEN BY SAND VIPER 


George Washington Instructor 
Recovering From Injury 
Inflicted at Zoo. 


Maurice K. Brady, instructor in her- 
pitology and biology at George Wash- 
ington University and amateur natural- 
ist, is recovering from the effects of a 
snake bite inflicted by a European sand 
viper at a meeting of the Vivarium So- 
clety Thursday night at the zoo.

Prof. Brady secured a pair of forceps 
and started for the snake. 

The snake struck the index finger of 
the captor, who Managed to place it 
back in its box. 

Prof. Brady, who is a son of Maj. 
Edward J. Brady, U. S. A., retired, a 
local lawyer, was confined to his bed 
Friday and his temperature reached 103 
degrees, but otherwise he suffered no 
permanent ill effects.

MEDIATION BY HEADS

Group Leader Would Have 
New York Committee Hear ° 
Arguments Here. 


OPPOSING CHIEF HOLDS 
CARROLL IS INSINCERE 


Says He Plans Court Action 
Against Man Fighting 
Rabbi Barishansky. 


The echism in the Jewish Orthodox 
Church of Washington, which de- 
veloped Sunday when Raphael M. 
Barishansky, of New York, was in- 
Stalled as “Rabbi of the City,” may be 
submitted to heads of the faith in New 
York for settlement, it was learned yes- 
terday. 

Harry I. Carroll, president of the 
combined Orthodox Hebrew congrega- 
tions of the District, yesterday declared 
he would seek this method of mediat- 
ing the differences between the two 
groups, one of which ardently supports 
Rabbi Barishansky in his new office, 
the other acknowledging the leadership 
of Rabbi George Silverstone and Rabbi 
Moses A. Horwitz. 

If Mr. Carroll’s proposal is adopted 
& committee of the Union of Orthodox 
Synagogues, with headquarters in New 


York, will be called to Washington, 
hearing the arguments of both fac- 
tions and rendering an opinion. 

When asked if the plan had his ap- 
proval, Harry 8. Chidakel, chairman of 
the committee which installed Rabbi 
Barishansky, indicated it had. He ex- 
pressed doubt however that Carroll's 
group was earnest in ite proposal to 
carry out such a plan. 


Said to Have Support. 


“Rabbi Barishansky,” he said, “has 
the support of every orthodox syna- 
gogue in Washington. He was brought 
here by the Combined Orthodox Hebrew 
Congregations of the District, to which 
every Jewish synagogue sends represen- 
tatives. Although Carroll is the presi- 


dent of an organization bearing the 
same name, it is a separate society and 
broke off from the original combined 
congregations about a year ago.” 

Chidakel said his organization plans 
to bring court action against Carroll 
for alleged derogatory remarks about 
Rabbi Barishansky and leaders of his 
group. 

It was held doubtful, however, that 
either faction would seek in court a 
restraining order preventing the head 
rabbis of the other group from officiat- 
ing in the preparation of Kosher meat. 
Although this method was tried by 
Rabbi Barishansky’s supporters several 
months ago, challenging the authority 
of Rabbi Silverstone and Rabbi Hor- 
witz, the case was withdrawn when it 
was agreed that a court was not the 
proper tribunal for a religious dispute. 


Brings Up Meat Row. 


In the matter of Kosher meat, Chi- 
dakel declared the two established 
rabbis have “tried to rule Washington 
like the Czar ruled Russia.” At one 
time, he said, they issued circulars for- 
bidding local orthodox Jews to eat any 
Kosher meat brought in from out of 
town. It was because the majority of 
the local butchers believed this un- 
constitutional that they sought to bring 
it to court, Chidakel said. - 

Declaring the entire matter “unfortu- 
nate,” rabbis questioned yesterday de- 
clined to discuss the controversy in its 
details. Rabbi Loeb maintained a neu- 
tral ground, but declared the office of 
“chief rabbi” is no longer generally 
recognized in this country. 

It was brought to light yesterday that 
several conferences were held at the 
Jewish Community Center by the two 
groups in the past few months in an 
effort to effect a peaceful union of the 
congregations. It was explained that, 
although committees of five from each 
group debated the question, each side 
held out for recognition of their own 
head rabbis. Carroll said at this time 
he offered to submit the dispute to the 
Union of Orthodox Synagogues, but 
failed to win the support of the oppos- 
ing group. 

The Combiried Orthodox Hebrew Con- 
gregations and Organizations of the 
District, of which Carroll says he 16 
president, will meet tomorrow night for 
election of officers at the Ohev Sholem 
Congregation Synagogue. The elevation 
of Rabbi Barishansky is expected to be 
the chief topic discussed. Carroll said 
he again is a candidate for the presi- 
dency.
